‘The banks of the Missisippi valley do not 
want gold,” said assistant United States 
Treasurer Edwards to a reporter forthe Globe- 
Democrat yesterday. ‘‘They are getting rid 
of it as rapidly as they can. It is bulky 
for them to handle and it accumulates, they 
think, with greater rapidity than the old pa- 
per money did, 

“It is too heavy to be carried about. so that 
mep wlio used to keep $1,000 in their clothes 
are now almost spending money while engag- 
ed in their usual rounds. When they have 
mach money, and if it is roid, they take it at 
once to the banks and deposit it in the vaults 
In the course of a short time the chambers of 
of the vaults become loaded.” 

‘Has no provision been made for their re- 
lief?’ the reporter inquired. | 

“Yes, sir,’’- the general continued: “tne 
sovyerment has made abundant provision: for 
their relief in establishing the monetary 
rights of the silver and gold certificates. 
Recent acts of congress provided that when 
the assistant treasurer at New York sends the 
treasurer at Washington city an original cer- 
tificate that he has received 3500 orits mulii- 
ple in gold coin, the treasurer shall direct the 
payment of a like amount by any 
aissistant treasurer that the depositor 
may desiguate; or the certificates will be for- 
warded by express by the as-istant treasurer 
to any point designated by the depositor, at 
the expense of the consignee.

A good deai has been said in our eolumns lately 
about the extensive system of farming pursued by 
Mr. Farish Furman, of Georgia, and ona trip to 
Cabarrus county the first part of this week this 
writer saw a practical demonstration of its wonder- 
ful results. Mr. Ervin Harris, a young farmer of 
Poplar Tent, became intercsted in the accounts of 
Furman’s intensive system and concluded to try it. 
He selected an acre of ground which he planted in 
contton after Furman’s plan. He put on this acre 
of ground 1,200 pounds of compost. The early sea- 
son was bad and the cotton didnot get a good 
stand, but, this fact to the contrary notwithstand- 
ivg. he will make fully three bales from this one 
acre. The cotton is neck high toa man and there 
are from fifty to seventy-five bolls to the stalk. Mr.

He more nearly’ resembles 
Renibrandt Peal’s picture of George Washing- 
ton thau any living man I[ have ever seen. 
He is a great man, and further on I shall have 
something more to say of him end his peo- 
ple. IL thought my troops were ihe first in the 
Wind river country, but one day we found 
down the Popoagie some rambling cabins, a 
stockade and a small military post. In one of 
the cabins tbe furniture was still. standing, 
but when touched feil to pieces) The chairs 
were rude concerns, made from the branches 
of trees, and the seats were of buffalo hide 
with the hair on. No nails were used in 
muking any of the furniture, but everything 
wus fastened together with wooden pins or 
tied with strips oO} raw hide. On one of the 
tables in a cabin lay a book and on the fly- 
leaf was written, ‘*Kighth Infantry, February 
1843.’’ It was one of Benneville’s books, 
and SBennevilie, with part of h® 
command, had. wintered there years 
and years before We saw the valley. We 
afterwards found his camps bigh up on the 
sides of the mountain in the Little Wind 
river valley, where he had taken refuve 
from the Indians and stockaded a strong 
place. ee ee 


WHITE MEN, 
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FIRED UPON BY INDIANS, : 
One day a man came galloping over the hills 
from north fork and shouting at the top of 
his voice that most startling of all cries on the 
plains, ‘‘Indians, Indians!’ As he rode up 
to the gate of our little fort on the Big 
Popoagie there was great confusion and ex- 
citement and hasty gathering of men. The 
rider said that about daylight on the day be- 
fore twenty Indians had ridden up to Mr. 
Skinner’s door and coolly proceeded to drive 
off his stock. Mr. Skinner Went out with 
two men tostop them, and When about ten 
yards from the Indians they Were fired upon 
and Mr, Skinner was instantly killed. Mr. 
Skinner at the time had noarmsand theother 
two men ran. They. bid in a haystack, andas | 
they made no resistance to the driving off of 
the stock the Indians did not molest them. 
After killing Mr. Skinner the Indians went 
to Mr. Williams’ place, two miles above, and 
while some drove off the horses others at- 
tempted to enter the house, Mr. Williams 
objected, but his companions, two in number, 
insisted that the Indians would do no harm 
and should be allowedto come in. The In- ! 
dians said they were ‘theap good Indians’”’ | 
and ‘‘loved-white brother’: One of the white | 
men offered the Indian a silyer dollar and 
the other a silver watch if they would bring 
back the horses that had just been driven off. 
They said they would and asked the white | 
nep to go with them and belp get the horses. 
Mr. Williams and one of his men mounted 
the two;remaining horses and set outito recover | 
the stock. They bad gone about a mile when | 
a party of Indians concealed in a ravine close | 
to the road commenced firing at the wirite | 
men. At thé same time the Indians who were 
with them began firing and the Indian who 
was riding behind Mr. Williaths’ man shot 
bim in the back.

See my instruc- 
tions,’’ and this reply, it is argued, seems toindi- 
Cate eitherthat Lieutenant Garlington never re- 
ceived the so-calied supplemental ordei to land his 
Stores at Littleton island, on his way north, 

he’ received such supplemental 
he did not regard them as 
imperative,and did not suppose that they were 
intended to supercede the earlier instructions not 
toleave his stores at Littleton island on his way 
north. Itseems to be generally admitted here by 
those who discuss the subject that the landing of 
the Proteus stores at the mouth of Smith’s sound 
before the ship herself encouutered tne perils of 
the heavy pack north of Cape Sabine was of the 
utmost importance. Prudent, active navigators, 
under similar circumstances, have always endeay- 
ored to secure the safety of their feed sup- 
ply oy. setting the bulk of it on 
solid land as soon as possible’ after 
reaching their base of operations, and before run- 
ning the extreme risk which is necessarily involved 
by the attempt to penetrate any part of the great 
lar park.

To Detective George 
Arnold,’of Bridgeport, is due the credit for having 
the nails of the dead woman carefully scraped to 
the bone after the body was found, and the matter 
thus gathered was carefully placed in an a 
When put under a microscope this matter Dr.

White obtained specimens of skin from the body of 
the dead woman, from amplatto and from a full- 
blooded negro.

THE VIRGINIA DEBT. 

_ The Riddleberger bill and aii the boasted 
achievements of the readjusters in the gettle- 
ment ofthe state debt of Virginia, are upset 
by a decision that Judge Bond of the United 
States circuit court has rendered. It will be 
remembered that the United Scates supreme 
eourt upheld the legislation which prohibited 
a bondholder from forcing by writ of manda- 
mus his coupons the treasury 
of the state. The decision of 
Judge Lond does _ not touch that 
point, but he holds that while a taxpayer can 
met force the state to take a coupon, yet a 
coupon is a legal tender on a tax, and if the 
taxpayer tenders itand the state’s officer re- 
fuses to receive it, the latter cannot levy upon 
the taxpayer's goods. If he attempts te do so 
the taxpayer can enjoin him and hold him 
liable as a tresspasser, or he may defend his 
property with a shotgun, even of the double- 
barrelled kind. This decision of course gives 
the coupons new value, stops the payment of 
taxes, leaves the state government without 
resources, and puts the debt question back 
where it was before the : eadjusters began to

It is difficult to say what the political effect 
af the decision will be. The readjusters are 
elaiming that it has put new life into their 
party, because the debt must be settled onc 
more. The funders will be apt to say that 
all the efforts of the Mahone crowd tend oniy 
to confusion and deeper trouble, and the 
sooner they are deprived of power the better 
for the state.

Dunne, who had cha TBP of the bindery, wentout 
alinost as soon as he heard the alarm, but returned 
to see he could save anything. He decided 
to move mating. and started out, but on entering 
the hall found that he could not see his way out. 
He found the steps and being almost overcome by 
the smoke, lay down and roiled down the steps to 
the sidewalk. Professor Hensley bad a room ontne 
same floorand found it difficult to escape on ac- 
count of the smoke 

Messrs. Fay & Eicnberg could get sothing out 
until the tire had subsided and then in the excite- 
mentsome of their young men pitcheda number 
of drawings into the street and damaged them. 
During the progress of the firea third floor room 
was broken into by the firemen anda full set of 
gaming tables and equippage were found. Professor 
Hensler states that he knows thatthe tables were 
simply stored in the room and were not in use. 

The firemen fought the flameés for half an hour 
Without gaining auy prece ptibleadvantage. Grad- 
ually, however, they got an upper hand and the 
density of the smoke decreased. The tloor above 
the basement fell in and by removing some 
platform scales, the firemen were enalied to throw 
the water directly through the holes on the fire, 
aud it was fairiv gotten under.control. The work 
of putting out the fire was then done with less 
haste, and by haif-past three there was little or no 
fire lett. 

When the smoke had c eared away and the ex- 
citement was over the losses were figured up as fol- 
lows: 

The building was owned vy Mr. F. M. Coker 
and Mr. Charles Collier. It was damaged to the 
extent of probably five thousand dollars and was 
insured for $12,500 in the following companies: 
Southern Mutual. $5,000;| Phoenix, of MHart- 
ford, $3.000; Williamburg, oi New 
York, $1,500; Wescichester. New 
York $1,500 and Mechanics of Brooklyn, $1,500. 

Fain & Verner losta stock valued at $1,50:, and 
were insured for $1,000. Their partnership changed 
a few days ago and their stock had been permitted 
to run down. 

Simons & Drummond lost a stock of procuce, hay 
ete., valued at $16,000 and had an insurance of 
$11, 
Fay & Fichberg lost $250 whic h was covered by 
insurance. Phiilips & Crew’s bindery sustained no 
damage. The property in the sleeping rooms was 
not injured enough to amount to anything. 

In the building next tothe one that was burned 
a considerable commotion was created. Benjamin 
Bros. & Co., tobaccouists, were in the room next to 

simon is & Drummond. Mr. Louis Bebro, their 
shipping clerk, very wisely locked tbe door, and 
refused to have anything touched asthe building 
was well protected by aftire wall. The room was 
filled with smoke, however, and it was thought that 
great damage was done to cigars. 

Ramspeck & Green, fertilizer dealers’ 
to Benjamin Brus.

The watersupply was ample, but the idea got out 
that the pressure was not sufficient. It was sufti- 

cent however. Chief Ryan only wanted to 
throw the water dow nuward, and at iimes 
it was almost impossible to hold the 
nozzles on accountof the pressure, The firemen, 
both the paid men and the noble volunteers, did 
splendid service and deserve much credit.
